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Teachers 
consulted on 
plan for new 
free school 

HEADTEACHERS across Harlow 
are being asked for their views 
on Burnt Mill Academy’s plan 
for a new free school. 

The Burnt Mill Co-operative 
Academy Trust revealed plans 
last week to open a new free 
school on the former Passmores 
School site in Tendring Road. 

For the trust to apply to the 
Department for Education, one 
of the necessary requirements is 
first to gather community 
support. 

Helena Mills, head of BMAT 
schools, said: “We are looking to 
consult with the community as a 
whole. If we feel there is support, 
we will be looking to put our 
application forward in March. 

“I have lots of meetings in my 
diary with headteachers of the 
town’s primary schools to get 
their views. I will also be 
meeting many parents of Year 3, 
4, 9 and 10 children in our own 
schools, but also other primary 
schools where school places may 
be required in 2018. 

Demand 

“People have asked why we are 
even considering this. The main 
reason is we want to help the 
local authority to meet the 
demand for places in 2018. 

“However, we are also keen to 
offer more children the Burnt 
Mill experience. If families want 
it, our free school would also 
offer an elite programme, 
including A-level courses and 
the International Baccalaureate 
not currently offered in Harlow.” 

The BMAT plan is to open a 
free school and sixth form for 11 
to 19-year-olds. 

The trust already operates two 
secondary schools - Burnt Mill 
in Harlow and Forest Hall School 
in Stansted - and four primaries 
in the town. 

The new school, if approved, 
will open first with the sixth 
form in 2017 before the main 
school in 2018.

A SECURITY administrator is taking a 
trip into the unknown by tackling a 
five-day charity trek through Cambod¬ 
ia.

Lower rents ‘will 
hit housebuilding’ 


Council warns of threat to its homes programme

PLANS to build more council 
housing in Harlow could be 
shelved under Government 
proposals to reduce rents for 
tenants. 

Labour councillors voiced 
their concern during a 
recent meeting of the author¬ 
ity during which housing 
portfolio holder Rod Truan 
said lower rents would result 
in a loss of income to the 
council of more than £12m by 
March 2020. 

“This loss cannot be 
accommodated through effi¬ 
ciency savings alone and it is 
anticipated that the council 
will not be able to repay the

£209m borrowing it took out 
in 2012,.” he warned. 

In his summer budget, 
Chancellor George Osborne 
announced he planned to 


introduce an annual one per 
cent cut in council tenants’ 
rents for the period of the 
next four years. 

Mr Osborne said cutting 
rents would remove the 
“ratchet” effect that had seen 
inflation-based increases 
push up the cost of housing 
benefit by more than 20 per 
cent over the past five years 
to £24.2bn. 

But the proposals will 
leave Harlow Council facing 
a £12.8m revenue gap by 
March 2020 which it cannot 
support. Perhaps more sig¬ 
nificantly, it will also mean it 
will not be able to repay the 
£209m loan it received from 
the Government in 2012 to 
fund its programme of house¬ 
building. 


On top of that, the Labour- 
run administration at the 
Civic Centre said the exten¬ 
sion of Government schemes 
like Right to Buy will add to 
its financial woes and “fur¬ 
ther depletion of the social 
housing stock”. 

Cllr Truan added: “ The 
council continues to lobby 
the Government to take 
action to address escalating 
private sector rent levels and 
increase housing standards 
in the private sector.” 

Conservative councillors 
said the authority should 
wait for the full details of the 
proposals, likely to be 
announced by the Govern- 
metn when the Chancellor’s 
delivers his autumn spend¬ 
ing review later this month.

Helena Mills, head of Burnt 
Mill Co-operative Academy Trust 
schools, said: “It is an honour to 
be a teacher in Harlow because 
the children are so kind and help¬ 
ful. 

“It is something we reinforce all 
the time at Burnt Mill. GCSE res¬ 
ults are important, but being a 
good citizen is equally as import¬ 
ant. 

“Charlie is a great role model to 
other teenagers.”

County sheriff 
sees value of 
co-operation 
on town visit 

THE importance of co-operation 
between organisations working 
together to provide help and support 
to people in Harlow was highlighted 
during a fact-finding trip to the town 
by the High Sheriff of Essex. 

Vincent Thompson began his visit 
at a reception in the Civic Centre 
during which he met Harlow Council 
chairman Tony Hall and leader Jon 
Clempner, as well as officers from the 
housing and community wellbeing 
team and a representative of Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service. 

Presentation 

He was then taken on a tour of the 
town, starting with a presentation by 
the council’s Community Safety 
Team and the Local Neighbourhood 
Policing Team which showcased the 
role of the agencies involved in the 
Safer Harlow Partnership. 

Mr Thompson was then taken to 
local homelessness organisation 


Streets2Homes in Wych Elm where 
staff, volunteers and service users 
spoke about the difference it has 
made and how some people who have 
benefited from its help had returned 
to become volunteers. 

From there he visited Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where he was 


introduced to staff from the 
maternity and A&E departments. 
They spoke to him about the the 
Daisy Project which supports victims 
of domestic abuse. 

Mr Thompson also heard about the 
range of support services available to 
victims and the work of the Harlow 


Domestic Abuse Forum. 

Speaking after the visit, Cllr 
Clempner said: “Partnership and co¬ 
operative working is vital, especially 
when resources are being scaled 
back, as you can do more together to 
help people, than you can on your 
own.” 


Hospital to lose beds as 
staff problems worsen 

Trust chairman’s grim warning that PAH is not Viable financially’

BEDS are to be axed at Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital because the NHS trust 
is “unable to consistently and safely 
staff” the number currently avaialble 
at the Harlow site. 

The trust will close four beds on 
each ward “progressively” and will 
prepare for closures of the A&E 
department over winter. 

Chief executive Phil Morley told the 
trust’s October board meeting the 
organisation was at “a critical junc¬ 
ture and could not deliver what was 
being asked of it without making some 
very difficult decisions”. 

Mr Morley said the increasing cost 
of agency staff to “maintain a viable 
workforce” was a factor. 

At the end of September the trust 
had a deficit of £20.lm, some £4.6m 


worse than planned. It has forecast a 
deficit of £30m-£35m for the year. 

Trust chairman Douglas Smallwood 
added: “It is recognised by the board, 
funders and regulators that PAH is not 
viable financially and is becoming 
unviable clinically and many of the 
causes are beyond our control.” 

Target 

Mr Morley said the trust was in the 
bottom 10 organisations nationally 
against the four-hour target and 
winter plans “do not give the assur¬ 
ance that we will achieve even 90 per 
cent, let alone the required 95 per cent 
required. It is likely we will be nation¬ 
ally escalated.” 

He added: “We have not agreed to 
sign up to delivering the requirement 
because we feel patient safety and staff 
safety are potentially compromised 
with the volume of work being

delivered and the physical number of 
beds open.” 

The trust only saw 81.5 per cent of 
patients within four hours during 
August, according to the latest data. 

It has contingency plans in place if 
and when it needs to open more beds 
over winter. 

Essex is in NHS England’s “success 
regime” but yesterday PAH was 


removed from the programme. 

When measuring attendances per 
bed, PAH is the busiest A&E depart¬ 
ment in England. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon praised 
the efforts of hospital staff who he said 
were doing an incredible job in a dif¬ 
ficult climate. 

He added: “I will continue to speak 
to the health minister to ensure there 
is as much support given as pos¬ 
sible.” 

A spokeswoman for PAH said yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday): “There will 
always be the need for an acute hos¬ 
pital in Harlow. 

“We are exploring different options, 
working closely with our partners, 
commissioners and regulators to find 
a long term, viable and sustainable 
solution. 

“Patient safety is our key priority at 
all times.”

Give disabled 
better access 

SIR Mrs Gillespie’s letter in last 
week’s Star (“Different view of 
the town”, October 29 is 
distressing and the Harlow Area 
Access Group extends its 
sympathies to her. 

She does, though, highlight the 
problems faced daily by those of 
us with significant physical and 
sensory impairments. Many of 
us are extremely reluctant to 
venture out for fear of becoming 
stranded somewhere by 
unreliable bus services, tripped 
and injured as a consequence of 
endless uneven footpaths as well 
as entirely unnecessary street 
clutter or embarrassed due to 
the frequent misuse of so-called 
accessible toilets. 

HAAG has for many years 
actively campaigned to improve 
the lives of local disabled people 
by promoting inclusive design of 
the streetscape, public buildings, 
and residential properties but 
sadly, as Mrs Gillespie’s 
experience confirms, the 
facilities in many of Harlow’s 
public spaces and buildings 
continues to exclude and deter 
many disabled people from 
playing an active part in our 
community. 

The Royal National Institute 
for the Blind recently published 
a very useful commentary, On 
My Street? It is essential reading 
for everybody, explaining the 
problems faced by people with 
visual impairments and 
proposing easily achieved 
solutions. 

Paralympian Anne Wafula- 
Strike is in the process of setting 
up a project that will engage and 
enable people in Harlow who are 
differently-abled. HAAG plans to 
be part of this project which will 
also raise awareness of the 
everyday problems faced by with 
disabilities in Harlow. 

Thank you, Mrs Gillespie, for 
your letter. We very much hope it 
will start a wide debate about 
giving everyone safe access to 
the street and facilities of our 
town.

Free schools

Don’t tax the 
poor and dying 

SIR How can Harlow’s Labour- 
ruled council justify continuing 
to inflict a 24 per cent cut in 
council tax relief upon the 
poorest householders in the 
town, given that the new leader 
of the Labour Party is explicitly 
opposed to austerity? 

At a meeting on October 22, 
Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner confirmed that 
terminally ill jobless 
householders in Harlow are 
required to pay council tax. 

Council Tax Benefit provided 
100 per cent relief on council tax 
bills to all jobless householders 
with less than £16,000 in savings. 
It was abolished in 2013 and 
replaced with Localised Council 
Tax Support and each local 
authority became responsible for 
setting the level of relief in its 
district. 

Harlow Council decided to cut 
the maximum level of council 
tax relief by 24 per cent and 
reduce the savings limit from 
£16,000 to £6,000. Under Harlow’s 
Localised Council Tax Support 
scheme, terminally ill jobless 
householders are compelled to 
pay a minimum of 24 per cent of 
their council tax bills, while 
those with more than £6,000 in 
savings are compelled to pay 100 


per cent of their council tax bills. 

How can it be right that 
householders unable to work 
because of terminal illness are 
obliged to pay council tax in 
Harlow when those in the same 
circumstances in neighbouring 
towns are exempt? It is a 
disgrace the council demands 
that the poorest householders in 
the town pay council tax even 
when they are dying.

Training to deal 

Rescue services join forces to put their

AT first glance it looks like a major 
incident is unfolding on a motorway. 
Fortunately though, these pictures show 
a training exercise undertaken by the 
emergency services. 

A number of cars, heavy goods vehicles 
and even a loaded horse trailer were 
involved in the simulation of a major 
incident. 

The exercise at North Weald Airfield 
near Harlow was designed to replicate a 
major incident on the M25. Personnel 
from Essex and Hertfordshire Air 
Ambulance Trust (EHAAT), Essex Police, 
Essex County Fire and Rescue Service, 
and the ambulance service were among 
those involved. 

Students from Anglia Ruskin 
University, University College London, St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital and The London 
Medical Schools acted as casualties. 

Exercise manager Ben Myer, who is 
clinical manager of EHAAT, said: “It is 
not until we are tasked to multi-casualty 
or resource-demanding incidents that we 
know how we will react or manage these 
situations. 

“These unfortunately can be time, 
resource intensive and emotive scenes, so 
it’s important to train in the management 
to highlight areas of good practice and 
also to understand where we can learn 
lessons for the future.” 

■ On Thursday more than 80 Essex 
firefighters took part in a search and 
rescue training exercise at Hanningfield 
Reservoir which simulated a major air 
crash. Police officers and the reservoir’s 
rangers were also involved in the 
exercise.

A FORMER Conservative MP is to stand as a UKIP 
candidate in the election to choose a new Police 
and Crime Commissioner for Essex.

Family of spine op 
dad receive payout

THE family of a man who died a week after 
undergoing a spinal operation has been 
awarded compensation after a court ruled 
his death was the result of medical neg¬ 
ligence. 

Dean Bircham, 51, from Roydon, died 
five years ago at the Rivers Hospital in 
Sawbridgeworth. 

At a hearing at the Royal Courts of 
Justice, Mr Bircham’s widow, Julie, was 
awarded an undisclosed sum reported to 
be seven figures. 

Mrs Bircham, 55, has five children 
including a 16-year-old who requires 
round-the-clock care for cerebral palsy. 
The payout will help provide for her. 

In a written statement, Mrs Bircham 
said the death of her husband had been 
“absolutely devastating”. 

“We hoped the surgery would relieve the 
pain he had been dealing with so stoically 
for many years,” she said. “Dean was an 
amazing father and did everything he 
could to ensure that our children were

happy and enjoyed life. 

“They are all still struggling to come to 
terms with his death. He was a very active 
dad who made everything so much fun for 
the children.” 

Mr Bircham had a history of back pain 
and sciatica and underwent surgery in the 
1990s. The court was told that in 2010 he 


was referred to Ahmed Hussein, who 
recommended the procedure. However, Mr 
Bircham was not properly informed of all 
the risks. 

During the operation a vein was dam¬ 
aged, leading to major blood loss and two 
amputation procedures. 

It was found that Mr Hussein, who did 
not defend the claim, failed to seek imme¬ 
diate help from a vascular surgeon and 
wrongly continued the surgery when the 
vein was in close proximity to the spine. 

Medical negligence specialist Alison 
Eddy, a partner inflaw firm Irwin Mitchell 
which represented the family, said the 
surgery was unnecessary. 

She added: “Since Dean’s death, Julie 
and their five children have found it 
extremely difficult to come to terms with 
losing him so suddenly and in such tragic 
circumstances. 

“Dean was a fit and healthy man despite 
his back condition, and he would always 
ensure that his family's needs were put 
first.” 

Rivers Hospital was approached for 
comment but did not respond.

Project manager to oversee 
transfer of council services 


Senior official will be recruited to take charge of switch from Kier

A SENIOR project manager is to be 
recruited by Harlow Council to lead the 
transfer of its environmental and housing 
maintenance services from Keir Harlow. 

The fixed-term position has an annual 
salary of between £68,020 and £78,484. The 
contract will run until June 2017. 

The current contract for the provision of 
services by Kier Harlow Ltd ends on Janu¬ 
ary 31, 2017. After that, a Local Authority 
Trading Company (LATC) set up by the 
council will take over responsibility for the 
services 


Kier has been providing frontline ser¬ 
vices including housing repairs and main¬ 
tenance, repairs to council buildings, 
street cleaning, grass cutting, pest control 
and stray dog collection since 2007 when 
the council entered into a joint venture 
partnership with Kier Support Services. 

Consultants 

However, after the council carried out a 
review of the agreement which included 
independent reports by consultants at the 
best way to providing these services in the 
future, it was decided nor to renew the Keir 
deal. 

Funding of the services and the imple¬ 


mentation costs of setting up the LATC 
were included in the options appraisal and 
will be met from existing approved budgets 
at no additional cost to council taxpayers. 

The council says the appointment of 
senior project manager to oversee the 
switch is necessary to ensure the suc¬ 
cessful transfer of services, staff and 
resources to the LATC and the “demo¬ 
bilisation” of Kier Harlow Ltd. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: “The 
transfer of services such as street cleaning, 
grass cutting and housing maintenance 
and moving around 400 plus staff is a major 
task and we are looking for someone with 
extensive commercial experience who can 


manage this transition successfully.” 

He added: “A LATC will give us the 
flexibility to bring services back under our 
control while operating commercially. A 
detailed independent report showed that 
the LATC option represents the best value 
for money and is the cheapest option for 
providing services in the future, while 
maintaining quality. 

“This is why it is important that we get 
the right person in place with the right 
calibre to manage this task.” 

A report on the setting up and gov¬ 
ernance arrangements for the LATC is 
expected to be considered by the council’s 
cabinet next month.

NEWS reports about the con¬ 
ditions faced by refugees living 
in temporary camps in Calais 
have moved students at a Har¬ 
low school to do something to 
help. 

Burnt Mill Academy and its 
sister school, Forest Hall School 
in Stansted, held special assem¬ 
blies to raise awareness of the 
situation in Syria and used the 
crisis as a way to start a debate 
and an understanding of demo¬ 
cracy.

The six pairs of 
adorable twins were born 
at the Chengdu Research 
Base of Giant Panda 
Breeding during the past 


four months. 

Hou Rong, who works 
as director of research at 
the base, said they did 
not expect so many twin 
births this year. 

Celebrations to mark 
the new arrivals have 
been taking place, with 
people getting the 
chance to act as panda 


keepers, attend lectures 
about the animals and 
even name some of the 
cubs. 

Twin pandas have 
accounted for 90 per 
cent of all panda births in 
China this year, 
compared with an 
average of 50 per cent in 
previous years. 


■ The giant panda is a solitary 
animal which spends about two- 
thirds of its day feeding and the 
remainder resting. 

■ Their main source of food is the 
bamboo plant. They eat the stems, 
leaves and fresh young shoots and 
have to consume up to 20kg each 
day. 

■ There are only about 1,000 giant 
pandas left living in the wild and 
they are classified as endangered. 

■ The giant panda does not 
hibernate but shelters in caves or 
hollow trees in very cold weather. 

■ Baby pandas are pink and blind 
when they are born and measure 
about 15cm. They only open their 
eyes several weeks after birth.

The NHS Stay Well This Winter 
campaign is urging people age 65 
or over, or those with long-term 
health conditions such as diabetes, 
stroke, heart disease or respiratory 
illness, to prepare for winter with 
advice on how to ward off common 
illnesses. 

The advice from the health 
experts is as follows: 

• If you start to feel unwell, even 
if it’s just a cough or a cold, then 
get help from your pharmacist 
quickly before it gets more serious. 

• Make sure you get your flu jab 
if you are eligible. 

• Keep yourself warm - heat your 
home to least 18C (65F) if you can. 

• Make sure you get your 
prescription medicines before 
pharmacies close on Christmas 
eve. 

• Always take your prescribed 
medicines as directed. 

The Stay Well This Winter 
campaign will make sure that 
people have the information they 
need to help them look after 
themselves this winter and also to 
know the best place to go for 
urgent advice, whether that is their 
local pharmacy, NHS Choices, NHS 
111 or A&E. 

As in previous years, the flu 
vaccine programme is an important 
part of this campaign. The adult flu 


vaccine will be offered free to those 
in groups at particular risk of 
infection and complications from flu 
including those age 65 or over, 
those age under 65 with long-term 
health conditions, pregnant women 
and carers. 

This year, for the first time, all our 
youngest primary school children 
will be eligible to receive the free 
nasal spray vaccine, making this 
the largest school-based 
vaccination programme in England 
involving children in 17,000 
schools. 


The children’s flu vaccine 
programme will seek to help over 
three million two-six year-olds,as 
the programme is extended to 
children in school Years 1 and 2. 

Parents are encouraged to 
complete consent forms to allow 
immunisation teams to administer 
the nasal spray flu vaccine to their 
children. 

For those children in areas where 
the vaccination is not offered 
through schools, they will be 
offered the vaccination at their local 
GP or pharmacy.

What to do if you feel unwell this winter 


■ Don’t wait 

Get advice from your nearest 
pharmacist. Winter can make existing 
health problems worse, so if you feel like 
you’re coming down with something, 
even if it’s just a cough or a cold, don’t 
wait until it gets worse. 

■ Act quickly 

The sooner you get advice from a 
pharmacist the better. 

Pharmacists are fully qualified to 
advise you on the best course of action 
so go to see a pharmacist as soon as 
you start to feel unwell. 

This can be the best and quickest way 
to help you recover and get back to 
normal. 

If you can’t get to a pharmacist 
yourself, ask someone to go for you or 
call your local pharmacy. 


■ Medication 

Is your medicine cabinet ready for the 
winter? Most common winter ailments, 
such as a cold, sore throat, cough, 
sinusitis or painful middle ear infection 
(earache), can’t be treated with 
antibiotics. The best thing to do is: 

■ Rest 

■ Drink plenty of fluids 

■ Have at least one hot meal a day to 
keep your energy levels up 

■ Talk to your pharmacist for advice on 
getting any pain relief you need such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen. 

■ Flu jab 

Make sure you get your flu jab. The flu 
virus strikes in winter and it can be far 
more serious than you think. 

Flu can lead to serious complications 
such as bronchitis and pneumonia, and it 


can be deadly. 

That’s why the flu jab is free if you’re 
aged 65 or over, or if you have a long¬ 
term health condition. 

If you have children or grandchildren 
aged two, three or four, or in school 
years one or two, they are eligible for a 
free flu vaccination. 

And if you are the main carer of an 
older or disabled person you may also 
be eligible for the free flu jab. Just speak 
to your GP. 

■ Look out for others 

Remember that other people, like older 
neighbours, friends and family members, 
may need a bit of extra help over the 
winter. There’s a lot you can do to help 
people who are more frail than you. 

If you do need help over the holiday 
period when your GP surgery or

Fire service warns of 
danger from candles 

ESSEX fire chiefs are urging householders to take 
extra care if they planning on lighting candles in 
their homes this winter. 

Across the UK last year almost 1,000 house fires 
were started by candles, claiming 11 lives and leav¬ 
ing 385 people injured. 

Divisional officer Neil Fenwick, of Essex Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “At this time of year it’s not 
unusual to see candles lit in homes. It could be part of 
a romantic dinner, to create a warm and cosy 
atmosphere on a cold evening or to even spread a 
pleasant aroma around the house. 

“What people often forget is that they are not just 
another piece of furniture. They create a very real 
risk of fire and it’s important to be careful if you’re 
using candles in your home.” 

The service has issued the following list of tips 
when using candles: 

■ Make sure they are secured in a proper holder and 
are away from materials like curtains that may catch 
fire. 

■ Do not leave children alone in a room with lit 
candles. 

■ Put candles out when you leave the room and make 
sure they’re completely extinguished at night. 

■ Keep the wax pool clear of wick trimmings, 
matches and debris at all times. 

■ Burn candles in a well-ventilated room but avoid 
drafts, vents or air currents. This will help prevent 
rapid or uneven burning, sooting, and excessive 
dripping. 

■ Trim the wick to V* inch each time before burning. 
Long or crooked wicks can cause uneven burning, 
dripping or flaring. 

■ Don’t move candles once they are lit. 

■ Follow the manufacturer's recommendations on 
burn time and proper use. 

■ Do not burn several candles close together as this 
might cause flaring (mainly with tealights). 

■ Use a snuffer or a spoon to put out candles. It’s 
safer than blowing them out when sparks can fly. 

Mr Fenwick added: “It is also vitally important 
that all homes have a properly fitted and working 
smoke alarm. They are proven lifesavers but it is 
vital to make sure that they are in full working order. 
A non-functioning smoke detector will not provide 
any warning at all.”

Spirit of punk still in 


UNK rockers of the 1970s were 
infamous for their carpe diem attitude 
that saw bands burn out as fast as they 
were formed. 

But there is an exception to every rule and 40 
years after they formed, UK Subs are still flying 
the flag for a style not quite consigned to history. 

UK Subs are finishing their 26th and final 
album of their career-long A-Z series at The 
Square, Fourth Avenue, Harlow, tomorrow 
(Friday). 

Lead singer Charlie Harper has been the one 
consistency in the many line-up changes and is 
“excited” about their final concert in the town. 

“The atmosphere at The Square is ferocious,” 
said Charlie. 

“Even before The Subs, I can remember 
playing there with my own band in around 1970. 
I can remember Mungo Jerry were playing as 
well and it seemed like quite a triumph to be on 
the bill alongside them. 

“The atmosphere in The Square is more like a 
proper club, although the stage is quite high 


which gives a bit of protection. 

“I can’t wait to be playing there again.” 

The gig at The Square will kick off a creative 
process for the band, who have a new album in 
the pipeline. 

Charlie said he is coming to terms with the 
album series drawing to a close. 

“We are just about to finish the final ever 
album Zizie,” said Charlie, 

“We released the penultimate one Yellow 
Leader earlier this year and we’re thinking Zizie 
could be done in the early part of 2016. That will 
be job done. 

“I never imagined we would do a whole 
alphabet when I first began, as I only imagined 
we would ever do three or four, but here we are. 

“The reason for sequencing the names was 
just because it helped me remember which order 
they came in.” 

Critics may argue that completing such a 
long-series may be making music for the sake of 
making music, with album titles like Killing 


Time hardly dispelling the myth. 

However, Charlie considers some of the band’s 
more recent work to be their strongest ever. 

“If you ever ask any of the fans they’ll 
probably say they liked Another Kind of Blues. 
Personally I really liked Gross Out USA , but I’m 
also really proud of the last couple of albums, 
especially Yellow Leader. 

“I’d have to say my favourite is Endangered 
Species which some of the fans didn’t like so 
much because it’s a bit more heavy and rocky. 
But the last album went down really well, and I 
think we’ve only got three songs left to do with 
the new one. 

“While this is the final album, we’re definitely 
going to continue as a touring band and I want to 
put all of my energies into that rather than 
releasing an album every other year. 

“We want to make the last album really great.” 

Even at the age of 71, Charlie is still as 
committed to the cause as ever, but does have at 
least one eye on the future.

OUNG hearts run free on opposite sides of 
the Atlantic in John Crowley's handsome 
romance, adapted for the screen by Nick 
Hornby from Colm Toibin's novel of the 
same name. 

Set in the early 1950s, Brooklyn harks back to a 
bygone era of restrictive social mores and is anchored 
by a tour-de-force performance from Saoirse Ronan as 
an innocent abroad, whose journey from County 
Wexford to the towering skyscrapers of New York 
coincides with her transition to womanhood. 

The 21-year-old Irish-American actress doesn't hit a 
false emotional note, contrasting the naivete of her 
heroine's early days away from home with the 
self-assurance of an immigrant, who finally realises 
that she belongs. 

Sweeping production and costume design evoke the 
era with aplomb, accentuated by Michael Brook's 
gorgeous orchestral score. 


Equally appealing are Emory Cohen and Domhnall 
Gleeson as rival suitors for the heroine's affections. 
Both actors kindle smouldering on-screen chemistry 
with Ronan, so we're undecided, like her, which of 
them she should choose as her sanctuary. 

Eilis Lacey (Ronan) is a shrinking violet in 
Enniscorthy. She lives with her mother (Jane 
Brennan) and older sister Rose (Fiona Glascott), and 
earns a meagre crust - and withering rebukes - at the 
local shop run by the imperious Miss Kelly (Brid 
Brennan). 

Thanks to Rose, Eilis secures a one-way ticket to a 
brighter future in New York. 

Holy man Father Flood (Jim Broadbent) places 
Eilis at a boarding house for single girls run by Mrs 
Kehoe (Julie Walters), who clucks over the lodgers. 

Eilis' homesickness gradually fades and she excels 
as a salesgirl at a department store under stylish floor 
manager Miss Fortini (Jessica Pare).She also sparks a 
tender romance with a handsome plumber called 
Tony (Cohen). 

The lovebirds marry in secret, but when Eilis 
returns home to Enniscorthy, local boy Jim Farrell 
(Gleeson) unexpectedly turns her head and makes her 
hanker for small-town life.

The 1 2 beers of 

Christmas 


Beer aficionado Darryl Webber 
picks out some interesting brews 
for the festive season 


C hristmas time, mistletoe and... 

beer! There are so many good 
brews around these days, it would 
be churlish not to knock back a 
few in the festive season which is, 
after all, one big round of eating, drinking and 
carousing. 

And rather than just stick to ye olde 
multi-pack of multi-national lager, why not try 
out some more diverse and interesting beers. 
It’s not hard to find them; supermarkets sell 
stacks of real ale and craft beer these days, and 
you can always find them at source from a local 
brewer or in farm shops and online. 

These 12 beers of Christmas aren’t 
necessarily a dozen bottles brewed especially 
for the festive season, although some are, and 
they’re not all local. Instead, they’re a variety 
of beers that will serve you well throughout 
Christmas. 

Brentwood Brewing Company: Chockwork 
Orange 6.5% 

As you’d expect from the name, there’s a deep 
chocolatey, malty flavour to this classic strong ale, 
which gets a lift from the citrusy zing of oranges. At 
6.5%, it’s probably a bit too strong for a session beer 
but it’s a good choice to get the night going and very 
quaffable. 

Farmer’s Ales: Christmas Stout 4.8% 

I’ve always thought stout is for sipping rather than 
gulping, a beer to take your time over and fully 
appreciate the often quite complex flavours. This is 
ideal for that sort of contemplative drinking you do 
when struggling through the festive season 


wondering what on earth is the point of it all. Full 
bodied with coffee and chocolate flavours, it also has 
a sprinkling of Maldon Sea Salt (well, Farmer’s are a 
Maldon brewery) making for an interesting 
combination for the tastebuds. 

Adnams: Ghost Ship, 4.5% 

The Southwold brewers don’t make a bad beer to my 
knowledge (and I’ve tried a few), but this one has won 
a place in my affections after many a pint while 
staying on the Suffolk coast. Apart from conjuring up 
happy memories of sunny seaside days in midwinter, 
this pale ale has a satisfying mix of citrusy hops and 
bitterness to make it an excellent session beer. Ideal 
for getting through a long day with the relatives. 

Duvel: 8.5% 

Small but powerful, this Belgian beer may come in a 
dinky bottle but it packs a punch, both in strength 
and flavour. It’s brewed for around 90 days in a 
process too complicated to detail here, but the result 
is a beautiful balance of bitter and sweet flavours. It 
would go well with those salty snacks that abound 
during the festive season but perhaps leave this 
strong brew for late in the day rather than as your 
midday tipple. 

Mighty Oak: Sergeant Pepper 4.2% 

The Maldon brewer’s December offering is an 
intriguing one, what they call a “brassy traditional ale” 
brewed with a new English hop variety, Endeavour. 
The interesting bit is the blackcurrant, grapefruit and 
spicy flavours that cut through the biscuity maltiness. 

I can imagine this going down well when the cheese 
board is brought out.

Are you dreaming of a black Christmas? Here’s a 
stout to put hairs on your chest, with big coffee, 
plum, port and chocolate flavours along with hints of 
cherries, figs and plums. In fact, it’s pretty much the 


sweet flavours of the season in a glass. Have 
it with (or instead of) your Christmas pudding. 

Bishop Nick: Feast 4.6% 

Carrying on the Ridley family tradition of brewing, 
Bishop Nick produces some mighty fine beers 
and here’s its winter offering. A hearty, strong ale 
packed with festive fruit and spice flavours 
and with a rich pudding colour thanks to the 
carared malt they use. One to drink with 
pals round a roaring fire. 

Round Tower: Liminal 4.5% 

This Chelmsford brewery may be a 
newcomer but it’s already renowned 
for its impressive beers and this is no 
exception. 

An autumnal copper beer made with 
pale ale, chocolate and crystal malts, it’s 
hopped with aurora and bobek making 
for a full flavour that’s not too heavy on the 
palate. 

One to get you through through the 
Downton Abbey Christmas special. 

Robinson’s: Old Tom 8.5% 

Hold on to your Santa hat, this isn’t a beer to be 
taken lightly. Once you’ve feasted for the day, settle 
into your favourite comfy chair and crack open a 
bottle of this. 

It’s got a cat on the label, is black in colour and has a 
nutty, malty flavour with a hint of liquorice. One to 
savour with a handful of roasted chestnuts. 

Timothy Taylor: Landlord 4.3% 

This classic strong pale ale has won loads of awards 
including CAMRA’s champion beer of the year four 
times, and you can see why. 

Refreshing with a hoppy aroma, this slips down a little 
too easily. Perhaps one to give lager lovers if you want 
to convert them to the dark side over Christmas. 



Meantime: Raspberry Wheat Beer 5% 

London’s Meantime has been at the forefront of the 
craft beer movement and here’s an interesting 
variation on its wheat beer. Fresh raspberry puree is 
added to give a crisp fruity zing as well as colour. 
Great with strong cheeses or pates, this would also 
be a good match with the copious amounts of 
chocolate you’re bound to consume over the festive 
period. 

Beavertown: Black I PA 7.4% 

Another interesting craft brewer, Beavertown makes 
beers as interesting as its gonzo-gothic artwork. The 
idea for this one apparently came from chewy sweets 
like Blackjacks and Fruit Salads. Flavourwise, it’s a 
combination of tropical fruits and aniseed with 
roasted bitterness that works well. It would be great 
with cold meats and pickles on Boxing Day.

HAWKS chairman John Barnett 
has paid tribute to the job man¬ 
ager Danny Chapman has carried 
out at the Ryman North club. 

Harlow Town have come des¬ 
perately close to promotion three 
times under Chapman, and 
Barnett says these experiences 
have made the boss a much tough¬ 
er character. 

“We have great respect for him 
and the way he persuades players 
to give 100 per cent every week is 
great,” beamed Chapman.

Great experience 

“He’s looking after the 
academy, he’s looking after the 
young players. He’s seeing them 
through and it’s all great exper¬ 
ience for him and you can see it 
with the way he is. 

“I have known him many years, 
I was a director at Barnet Football 
Club when he came to us from 
Tottenham. Fortunately for 
Barnet and unfortunately for 
Danny, when he left Tottenham 
they had about four centre-halves 
and they all left that season. 

“He was playing at Barnet and 
he would have been in the Spurs 



team at that time. 

“He has gone on, his coaching is 
good and he’s a great coaching 
and management man. He’s great 
with the players. Being a player 
for so many years, he knows what 
it’s all about. He knows what he 
wants, he’s very strict on certain 
things, which is good. 

“He respects the football club. I 
think he has great respect for Tom 
[Cunningham] and I. 

“He’s a very amiable guy. He 
will have a drink with you and the 
players, but he knows what he 
wants and he gets it. If he doesn’t 
get it he looks for other players.” 

Barnett knows Saturday’s 
home clash against Ryman North 
leaders Cray Wanderers is of huge 
importance, and is convinced the 
team can finally go up to the 
Ryman Premier this season. 

He said: “I thought we deserved 
to go up last season. We played 
terrific, when you think we only
